Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a method for treating a neurological disorder other 
than chronic or neuropathic pain by administering an NMDA receptor 
antagonist drug and a safener drug, classified in class 514, subclass 810, 
for example. 

II. Claims 10-11, drawn to a method of treating a neurological disorder other 
than chronic or neuropathic pain by administering an NMDA receptor that 
has an inherent safening activity due to activity at a second type of 
neuronal receptor, classified in class 514, subclass 810, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a materially different design, mode of operation and 
function, because the invention of Group I involves administering an NMDA antagonist 
and a safener that safens the use of the antagonist by reducing neurotoxic side effects,

whereas the invention of Group II involves the administration of an NMDA antagonist 
that itself has safening activity by acting at a second type of neuronal receptor. 
Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter 
and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. In particular, it is noted that 
while a search for both groups may overlap, a search for the first group would focus on 
the administration of NMDA receptor antagonists in general with additional safener 
compounds, without being restricted to the NMDA receptor antagonists having inherent 
safener activity, as in the second group. Conversely, a search for the claims of the 
second group would focus on the administration of those NMDA receptor antagonists 
having inherent safening activity, without focusing on secondary safening compounds. 
Accordingly, as a search for both groups would pose an undue burden, the restriction 
between the two groups is deemed proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

(1) distinct species of NMDA receptor antagonist, e.g. ketamine, ibogaine, 
eliprodil, etc; 
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(2) distinct species of safener drug, e.g. clonidine, iodoclonidine, guanabenz, etc; 

and 

(3) distinct species of neurological disorder, e.g. tobacco, or drug addiction, 
alcoholism, clinical depression, bipolar disorder, obsessive-compulsive disorder, etc 
(see page 1 of specification.) 

The species are independent or distinct because the distinct species of NMDA 
receptor antagonist and safener drug comprise numerous different drugs having varying 
chemical structures and activities other than that specifically claimed, and thus require 
searching across numerous different chemical classes and subclasses. The distinct 
species of disorders have varying symptoms and etiologies, and thus an extensive and 
overly broad search would be required to evaluate the treatment of all disorders 
encompassed by the claims. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-2 and 5-1 1 are generic to species 1 , 
claims 1-1 1 are generic to species 2, and claims 1-1 1 are generic to species 3. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
